INTERNATIONAL BROOKLYNITE 



It's easy for any radio comedian to get 3 iaiigh 
on his program. All he has to do is mention the 
word "Brooklyn," and immediately the whole 
place breaks out in a flood of belly-iaughs. But 
the people who come from Brooklyn take their 
home town seriously, and can't see why it should 
be the butt of so many gags. 

Take the case of one girl who comes from the 
home of the Dodgers — Gene Tieriicy. Normally 
the sweetest and most pleasant of people, lovely 
Gene will leap .to the deiense of her home town 
like a tigress whenever she hears it iiyiylted. 
"What's wrong with Brooklyn?" she -demands 
heatedly. .And looking at Gene, one has to admit 
that any town which produced her (and, inciden- 
tally, which also produced Susan Hayward, Bar- 
bara Stanwyck and the original "It" girl, Claia 
Row) hasn't got loo many strikes against it! 

Interesting point about Gene, the Brooklvn 
Beauty, the Gorgeous Glamorpuss from Go\s anus, 
IS that while she hail.s from the town which is 
popularly supposed to be the most provincial in 
the United States, she enjoys the record, in her 
film work, of being the most "international" st^r 
of them all, having portrayed more different na- 
tionalities and types than any other him actress. 
Directors and producers have foun^ in her classic 
beauty the perfect blending of the beauties of 
every type, with the happy result rhat she can 
enact a girl of any race with uncanny fidelity and 
naturalness. ■ 

Just look over the list. Anion;; her "c\otic" roles 
have been — a South Polynesian in "Son of Fury"; 
a Eurasian in "Shanghai Gesture"; an Arabian in 
"Sundown": an Ii^ilian in ".\ Bell fur Adan.j"; j 
Chinese in "China Girl". Among Tier ".Aniericin" 
portrayals, Gene has played just about every type 
nl gir! from the "high society" role to the share- 
cropping cracker of "'robacco Road," the two-gun 
outlaw of "Belle Starr" and the pioneer Wpsrcrner 
of "The Return of Frank James." 

Gene come naturally by her ability to cre.ite the 
illusion of a girl of any nation. "Like most Brook- 
lynites," she laughs, "I'm a mixtute of lots of dif- 



ferent countries." Her actual family background 
is n combination of French, Irish, Spanish and 
Swedish, and her high cheekbones and slightly 
slanting e>es give her the equipment ftir the more 
exotic types. 

Gene Tierney's upbringing was that of an aver- 
age Anierican girl with the advantage of a "good" 
family background which enabled her to enjoy the 
benefits of excellent schooling. Her father, Howard 
S. 1 iernc\', was an extremely prosperous broker, 
and her mother, the former Belle Taylor, a member 
of New York's society upper-crust who had taken 
up writing as a hobby and had developed it into a 
very suqjressful profession. Gene's schooling was 
iibtained at Miss Porter's in Farmingtoii, Conn.; 
St. Margaret's School in Waterbury. Conn.; and 
Bnlimont in Lausanne, Switzerland. She speaks 
French like a higidy-culturcd native and Italian 
onl.\- slightly less well. 

After completing hpr schooling, Gene began the 
acting career she had always longed for, with a 
minor role in the BroadvNuy production of "The 
Male Animal." Although sHe had bad very little 
acting e\perience, Hollywood talent scouts spotted 
her and instinctively saw in her a prize CHtch. She 
W.JS signed to a long-term contract by rwentie'th 
Ccntury-Fo\, where her e.volic mouth and intcr- 
PsCing e\es had the casting department stumpeij. 
1 he\ couldn't quite catalogue her, or "type" her. 
as Hollywood loves to do. 

They decided to experiment- Gene's tirst movie 
role had her portraying an American frontiet girl in 
"The Reium of Frank Jamrs," Then-she moved 
up the MHi;d scale, to enact an Knulish aristr.crai 
.rfihL'c.rlv IMK)'sin"[ludM>irsB.i>,".ind returned 
1(1 .Ariuric;!!! rules with her imtst.niding perform- 
jiicc as ilif hare-lipped (icorsia sharecropper in 
■■^Fobacco Road." It was not until she had played 
the title role in "Belle Starr", in which she was seen 
as a wilt! outlaw, that the truth dawned on studio 
executives. 'I hry h^il biTii tr> ing to type Gene, 
bill now the>- disc'i\Fred that she didn't have to 
fit into any one category. Gene Tierney could be 
anyrhmg they wanted her to be. 



Producer Walter WanE-er was the first to take 
advantage nf this discovery. He borrowed Gene 
for the starring role of the Arabian beauty in 
"Sundown." Before she had finished this assign- 
ment, Josef' Von Sternberg had her signed for the 
hurasian charmer in "Ihe Shanghai Gesture," and 
her home studio, Twentieth Ccntury-Fnx, had to 
postpone its shooting schedule on "Son of Fury," 
in which Gene was slated to portray the Polynesian 
nirl, until she had completed this second loan-out 
deal. 

For a lurk' wlulf after tliis, Gene, who had by 
now reaL'hed the topmost rungs of the ladder to 
stardom, had a bicathing spell in which she por- 
trayed Ameincan girls. But it only lasted for two 
films— "Rings on Her Fingers" and' "Thunder 
BirJs," before she turned Oriental again to enact 
the Chinese heartbreaker in "China Girl". 

In "Laura", Gene displayed all her natural chic 
and charm, v\hieh was reflected in her performance 
as a beamifully-gowned New York artist. This was 
followed by "Leave Her to Heaven", in which she 
won nomination for the Academy Award as best 
actress of the year. 

other oui.'it an ding roles. Among those are: "Heaven 
Can Wait"; "Dragonwyck"; "The Ghost and Mrs. ■ 
Muir": -rhe Iron Curtain": "That Wonderful 
Time"; "Whirlpool"; "Night and the City" and 
■■Where the Sidewalk Flids". Her latest film i^ 
"The Mating Season", Charles Brackett's romantic 
comedy for Paramount, m which she plays the 
daughter of an American Ambassador who marries 
a penniless ^ oung niid-W'esterner. In this film. 
Gene is co-starred with Jolin Lund ;ind Miriam 
Hopkins. 

Gene's meiiral backgrotiiid contradicts the glam- 
our \jlvich her unusual beauty exudes. In school, ^ 
she siudted to prepare herself fni a career in social 

courses connected with this worthy field. In read- 
ing, her habits incline toward the classics, and m 
the theatre, she prefers dramas. 

(iene has written a great deal of poetry, but in 
spite of many ri.iiu-riiig offers from publishers, she 
has persisted in her refusal to allow any of it to 
appear in print, She msists that she will continue 
wntLng unti! she is sure her poems are "great". 



rather than just "good". At that time, she will 
allow her works to appear in published- form. 

She is completely lacking in superstitions and 
doesn't believe itvnumeroiogy, or ihat names mean 
anything. In spite of this, however, she is secretly 
proud that her initials are GET, The middle "E" 
stands for liliza. 

Gene is a thoroughly unaffected person who is 
sincerelv surprised when people consider her exotic 
or glamorous. In .the bosom of her family she has 
always answered to iimple, matter-of-fact nick- 
names. Her father called her "Squid", her mother 
"Pumpkin" and her younger sister Pat calls her 
"Wretch", Gene's pet hate is being called "Baby", 
"Honey", "P'ai" or '.'Buddy". 

She is completely indifferent ^being included 
on practically every list of "the world's most beau- 
tiful wom,en". She can't figure out yet why the 
studio publicity departments always pick her to 
|vjse for "leg art". But her fan mail indicates that 
the publicity men know their stuff! 

Although Gene Tierney's eyes suggest the la-n- 
ghrous Orient, she' is far from being a langorous 
type. Sherisesevery day except Sunday at ,S A.M., 
taking only two hours longer in bed on her day of 
rest. She can't stand the idea of breakfast in bed, 
hut prefers to rise before her cook and make her 
own morning meal. She's a close-to-championship 
tennis player and equestrienne, swims very well 
and dancfissowell that many producers have urged 
her to dance in one of her films. 

All in all, Gene is a very contradictory type, one 
of the world's most beautiful and m,ost talented 
women, who insists- that she's just an "average 
person",, and who never takes advantage of the 
position she has won. She is a film director's dream 
— a girl who can — and doe.s — fit into any desired 
category in her work, \\hile her private life is 
completely free from osieiitation, scandji or ob- 
jectionable headlmes. 

On June 2, 1941, Gene married Count Gleg 
Cassini, top ranking Hollywood designer of gowns 
and brother of Igor Cassini. better known as 
society columnist Cholly Knickerbocker. Gene and 
Oleg have two daughters— Daria. horn October IS, 
1943; and Christina, born November 19. 1948.
